A OREAT  MEETING. 

For  many  rfa.ons  I seldom  write  for  the 
papers,  but  I pnust  ask  the  . ditob  to  allow 
sme  to  say  a f>hv  words  concerning  the  work 
of  Pastor  W.  E Farr,  of  Columbia,  Miss. 

My  thorough  Acquaintance  with  the  min 
istry  throughout  the  country,  especially  in 
the  South,  ha$  brought  me  to  know  ;he  no 
blest  and  best  of  God’s  men,  ami  seldom  if 
ever  have  I found  a man  anywhere  with 
greater  gifts  jof  both  h.-ad  and  heart  who 
is  more  thoroughly  given  up  soul,  mind  and 
strength  to  live  for  the  glory  of  (j„d  and 
the  good  he  could  do  in  the  world.  The 
magnificent  cjiurich  building  just  conipleted 
here  under  hjs  ministry,  is  a quarter  of  a 
century  aheatf  of  the  times  and  one  of  the 
best  to  be  fouhd  anywhere.  Very  few  city 
churches  snrj^ss  it  and  most  of  them  do  not 
equal  it.  Tl^is  is  the  seventh  church  build 
ing  which  the  Ia>rd  has  used  him  to  erect 
for  God’s  glqjry. 

He  is  also  pre-eminently  a builder  of  spir 
itual  strength)  and  power  in  a church  mem- 
bership, as  wojll  np  of  church  building.

The  burning  buah  was  a theoph- 
any,  or  an  appearance  of  God.  It 
was  not  the  person  of  God  In  full 
unlimited  presence.  Moses  could 
not  have  endured  to  look  on  Him. 
But  It  waa  a manifestation  of  God 
“The  angel  of  the  Lord”  probably  re- 
fers to  Christ  In  bla  pre-lncarnate 
state,  and  he  took  thla  symbolism 
of  fire  to  reveal  Ood'a  presence. 
Fire  la  a good  symbol  for  God.  be- 
cause It  purifies,  consumes  and  re- 
fines. Here  the  consuming  element 
was  held  in  abeyance.
